PLAYED A LONE HAND 


GERMANY'S PLANS CHECKED BY 
ENGLAND'S FIRMNESS 


In the Dispute Over Crete, which 
might cause Europe to be Split Up 
Anew, England has Intervened with 
a Firm Hand, and Trouble Has 
Now Been Averted—Kaiser's Plans 
Balked by British Foreign Office. 


London.—England hus played a lone 


hand in the game of world politics 
against a poweriul if unavoided couli- 
tion, and as the result of her firmness 
and activity the dispute over Crete 
in reality is no more than an excuse 
jor startling projects which might 
split Europe up anew. The postpone- 
ment of the Greek national assembly 
announced from Athens, to the end 
of the year, is a splendid triumph for 
England. 

Sctting out with the object of balk- 
iug the kaiser’s aims in the near eust, 
the British foreign office has played 
iis carcs so well that it was learned 
on credible authority, France, Italy 
and Russia are ready to stand by her. 

The probable outcome of the entire 
situation may be nothing short of the 
complete realignment of the affilia- 
tions of the powers, and the dissolu- 
tion of the triple alliance. Germany is 
credited in diplomatic circles with a 
strong hold and avid desires on Tur- 
key. Every move of the kaiser has 
borne out this impression, With him 
is Austria, whose future ruler, Kranz 
Ferdinand, to the kaiser’s interven- 
tion owes his chance to mount the 
throne he Once renounced. 

Italy, the other member of the triple 
alliance, has shown strong signs of 
lack of sympathy, of which the recent 
meeting of the czar and King Victor 
Emmanuel was not least. That had 
for its object the laying of plans to 
thwart Austria’s near eastern designs, 
though Austria is Italy’s ally in the 
triple compact. 

While Russia and Italy have taken 
a stund inimical to the Teutonic pow- 
ers, France, Russia’s ally, has dropped 
into line. But England, quietly en- 
gineering the Greek-Turkish situation 
to suit her own ends, has gone ahead 
on her own initiative. Sir Edward 
Grey, foreign secretary, has kept a 
close watch on the situation, and it 
was asserted that he was behind the 
activities of Sir Francis Elliott, Brit- 
ish minister to Greece, in the latter's 
efforts to turn the sympathy of King 
George from the national assembly, 
which move has aroused much ani- 
mosity in Athens, 

Prominent statesmen declare that 
the reoccunation of Crete was only a 
matter of time, but whatever devalons 
ments there might be, England had 
thoroughly worsted Germany in the 
silent game of internstional play.

eminiscences of the Big Men of Earl- 


ler Times tn the Commons. 


“There were giants in those days.” 

How often does the old thought come 
to mind as we dip into the political 
annals of the past, or listen to the re- 
miniscences of veterans who can go 
back to the good old times which, we 
are so frequently remindsd, have jong 
since gone, never to return! 

It was with some such reflection 
that a gathering of members of Par- 
liament of both parties heard one of 
Cunada’s most uistinguished judges— 
Sir Louis Duvies—recall some of his 
poli.ical experiences the other even- 
ug in Uttuwa. ‘The occasion—unique 
of its kind-—was an oyster supper ten- 
aered in the House of Commons res- 
taurunt by the representatives of 
Prince EKaward Islanu to their fellow 
members, with whom were associated 
the mnembers of the Press Gallery. 
‘the feast was an eye-opener to all 
present who had never appreciated 
the qualities of Prince Kuward Is- 
land’s iamous product. ‘The Mulpeque, 
fresh from its eustern bed, and serv- 
ed up in uw variety oi: forms, proved 
a deicicy that cumpieteiy cuptivated 
the Pirliamentary diners, and gave a 
boost to the tignt little island that 
should muteriuiiy hasten the con- 
struction of the iong-tulked-of tunnel, 

Sir Louis Davies, himself a Prince 
E.ward Islander, wus one of the 
guests, ad, as was natural in one 
who found himseli aduressing a gath- 
ering within the walls of Parliament, 
he was te:npted to indulge the reminis- 
cent vein. As oue of the most active 
members of the old Liberal Upposi- 
tion unuer Hon. Kdward Blake, he 
cume into close contact with the poli- 
tical giuuts of those days, and none 
nud better opportunities of appraising 
their worth, 

“T used to regard Sir John A. Mac- 
donald as the incarnation of political 
evil,” he deciured, ‘but I have liveu 
to change taat opinion’? — a frank 
ucknowledgment tiut none would have 
uppreciuted more than the late Con- 
servitive Premier himself, coming a3 
it gid from the man who was one ot 
his most persistent and troublesome 
critics, 

‘to Hon. Edward Blake, Sir Louis 
Davies paid o striking tribute. “in 
my time,” he said, ‘i have had the 
privilege of meeting some of the most 
uistinguished men oi both Brituin and 
the United Siutes, but for sheer in- 
tellectual power, Kuward Blake was, 
in his prime, the peer of the very 
greatest.” 

It muy surprise many of the young- 
ér generation to kuow that, in Sir 
Louis’ opinion, the best uebater the 
Dominion House of Cominons has ever 
known was Hon. Alexander Mucken- 
zie. Kew require to be told of the 
sterling character of Mackenzie, but 
an unccuote reiuted by Sir Louis may 
be repeated as showing the profounu 
religious convictions of the Scotch 
stonemagon who became Premier, One 
night, siter a late session, Bir Louis 
and Mickenzie lett the House togeth- 
er, It was one of those glorious 
nights, which, as Sir Louis put it, 
Canuda hus muue her own, Over- 
head, in a cloudéegs sky, the sturs 
giittered like a myriad of gems; the 
air wes sharp but exhilarating, and 
ail nature seemed asleep... On leav- 
ing the Parliament Buildings, Mac- 
kenzie led his companion to that purt 
of the hill from which a view can 
bs obtained of the Ottawa Valley— 
admittedly one of the most charming 
prospects to be seen anywhere—ana 
there for several minutes he stood, 
gazing on the magnificent sc. +, a8 
if under a spell, the silence of the 
night broken only by the eerie rour 
of the Chaudiere Falls in the dis- 
tance, Eventualiy, aiter what seemed 
like a period of silent prayer, Mac- 
kenzie, with head bared louked heav- 
enwards and murmured, “And yet 
they say there is no God!” 

“Tt was one of the most impressive 
moments in my life,” said Sir Louis, 
“and the finest sermon I ever hearu 
delivered.” 


Western Methods. 


The members of the Saskatchewan 
Legislature have set an example for 
business-like procedure arfi despatch 
which the lawmakers, who gather in 
the older provincial capitals and at 
Ottawa might well follow. The Suas- 
katchewan House is an organization 
of comparatively recent birth, and 
its members have not yet adopted the 
time-killing tactics which prevail in 
most of the other Legislatures in the 
Dominion. There is less talk and 
more hard work. Prorogation took 
place recently after a session lasting 
Just one month, Many important mea- 
sures were passed, und even the big 
question of naval defence, which hung 
tire in the Commons throughout the 
entire ante-Christmas term, was dealt 
with in a resolution, There must be 
something in the much-advertised vir- 
iiity of the West, when it even in- 
vades the legislative halls. The ten- 
dency towurds longer sessions is be- 
coming more and more fixed in the 
House of Commons and in Toronto 
and Quebec. Nine months is about 
the usunl period for the former, chiefly 
because many M.P.’s insist on making 
unimportant speeches on unimportant 
subjects. One can easily understand 
why the British House in a fit of des- 
peration decided to resort to the 
closure, That is not wanted in this 
country, but some modified form of 
shhtting off long-winded bores might 
be evolved by our political leaders, 
without working hardship on anyone, 
—Saturday Night.

W PRISON HORROR. 

Awful Fate of a Russian Political Of- 
fonder. 

David Soskive writes in McClure's 
Maguzine of the borrors of the Schiues- 
selburg, Russia's political prisou. 

“Grachevsky, unable to stand his life 
any longer,” says he, “struck a guard 
in order to be executed. Hut the com. 
tmanddnt of the fortress declared him 
to be insane and therefore exempt 
from punishment.

“One night,’ related Ludmilia Vol 
kenstein, ‘a terrible, inhuman shriek 
was heard, Footsteps hurried toward 
Grachevsky's cell. Feeble groans fol- 
lowed, and then bis door was quickly 
opened, and it was evident that some 
thing terrible had happened to him.

STONE AGE CUSTOMS. 


Ancient Habits Still Endure Among 
Natives of Rural Roumania. 

Customs und bubits directly trace- 
able back to the end of the stone age 
ure still observed by the Inhabitants 
of the remoter parts of rural Rounia- 
nia, says Dr. Emil Fischer of Bucha- 
test In the Umschau, The latest sta- 
tistics show that there are still in Ron- 
mania over 64,000 cave dwellings tn 
existence, ln which a quarter of u mil- 
Hiun peasant folk live. These caves 
are almvust as primitive in their ar- 
rungements as the original cave dwell- 
iugs of the stone age. 

As recently as in the eighties millet, 
the oldest Indo-Germanic grain, was 
still crushed in Rouinanin by means 
of hand milis and stored in peculiarly 
shaped granaries similur to those uxed 
by the rutives of central Africa, ‘To- 
day the Roumanian peasants still use 
ancient plows. At funerals a repast 
named coliba is partaken of consist- 
ing of suaked and boiled corn the ex- 
act way corn was first prepured and 
eaten by the tribes of Kurope. 

Kven today crabapples and wild 
Pears are the only fruit known to the 
RNoumanian peasant, and his vexeta 
bles ure wild berbs bolled with oll 
pressed from sunflower, hemp and 
gourd seeds. Medical men in rurnt 
Rounmania are still knowo among the

, Sunday, Jan, 30.—The third meet 
ing tor the consideration of Church 
Feueration was held to-day. The spu- 
cious Brouklyn Acauemy ot Music was 
crowded with Christian people of all 
Genominutions to attend tue third 
of the series of tour meetings called 
by tue Peopie’s Puipit Association. 
Fustur C. ‘lL. Kussell of the Brooklyn 
‘Vuberuacie aduressed the large uudi- 
euce ior an hour and a haif. ane 
deep interest felt was evidenced by 
the profound siience, as well as by 
‘the eugerin ss of fuce, ‘The text wus 
‘the sume as on the two previous Oc-

Here note the fact that a cleavage 

is in process among piscupulians, 
‘A minority, termed high-churchmen, 
ure graaually sepurating Romeward, 
while the majority ure sharing the 
\senuliments of otuer Protestants, to 
the effect that the matter of ‘‘upos- 
tolic succession” is probably less im- 
‘portunt than their ioreiatuers sup- 
posed. For the purposes of this dis- 
cussion we may without offense ig- 
nore the high-church minority and 
Buy that the Scriptures which plainly 
furetell the periecting of Church Fed- 
erution indicate thut it will include 
Episcopauaus, but will not include 
Cuthoiies. Nevertueless the intimution 
is that while the Federation will be 
a@ Protestunt one, it will not be anu. 
Catholic, On the contrary the twu 
Great systenis, Catholic and Protest- 
‘ant, will fruternize and co-operate 
slong vurious lines — especialy in 
the munipulution of social and poli- 
tical influences, 
i ‘hhe breuath of the Episcopal creed 
will not call for purticular sacrifices 
fn Federation, if only their pride on 
the subject of apostclic succession 
can be satisfied. They are all pre- 
pureu to admit that no particular 
wisuom or holiness hag been com- 
Niunicated from generation to genera- 
tion, from bishop to bishop and trom 
bishop to lower clergy through the 
juying on of hands, They are willing 
to sumit that there have been men 
as wise und others as foolish outside 
as luside their Communion, They are 
willing to admit that no greater light 
upon the Word of God and its meun- 
ing has come down to humanity 
through its channels than through 
QOuisiue channels, ‘hey are willing 
to aumit that their clergy have nu 
more ot Divine Grace and truth, Wis- 
wom and Power than have others of 
Gous peuple, both clergy and luity, 
outside their buundaries. Hence they 
Bre williug, Way, anxious, tor Feder- 
guon, and ask Ouly thut their “‘iace 
be saved,’ by some ucknowledg- 
Ment of the long-idolized thought that 
Bbiiily Ww expound the Ser plures and 
the Gruce of God in expounding 
them could be had oniy through their 
channel, ‘they have no desire to 
prove their clan to superior grace 
sud truth by meusuring sworus of 
the Spirit with other ministers, 

Up to the present time Episcopal- 
juns decline to be parties to the Fed- 
eration unless their special claim be 
in rome sense or degree recognized, 
Pride suys it would never do to re- 
tract now all thut the denomination 
hus stood for in separation tor cen- 
turies. ‘hey would urge Christians 
of the other denominations, especial- 
ly the clurgy, to consider the advan- 
tuge which would accrue to the Fed. 
eration by huving all Protestant min- 
isters uccept their ordinution, They 
do not ciaim that it would make them 
Wiser or better men, nor more efli- 
client teachers, either of truth or er- 
ror, But they do claim that it would 
give them on authority in the eyes 
of the peuple and give color and rea- 
sonabieness to the Federation of 
m.ny churches with discordunt creeds 
posing ar one church in the Federa- 
tien arrangement,

The United States ship Indiana, 
which has been selected for the trials, 
has been in dry dock at the League’ 
Island Navy yard in Philadelphia for 
neurly three months in preparation 
for the tests, She is the first battle- 
ship, or indeed vessel of considerable 
size, to be tested in this way, and the 
results are being awaited with the 
liveliest interest. 

The engineers who are installing 
this novel appliance believe the emer- 
gency brake is the most important in- 
vention in marine engineering in 
may decades. It is claimed that it 
will revolutionize the science of ma- 
noeuvring in naval engagements. The 
brake is believed to give the captain 
of the largest and heaviest battleship 
an instant control of his craft abso-

The general priiuciple of the ship 
brake is extremely simple, It consists 
of two large planes or wings of steel 
which are attached to either side of 
the vessel below the water line. While 
not in action they ure falded in 
against the side of the ship. To set 
them in action, to put on the brakes 
these wings sre held in a position at 
right angles to the side of the ship. 
They naturally greatly increase the re- 
sistance of the ship by ploughing 
through the water, and bring the ship 
up standing. When the ship has 
been brought to a standstill they are 
folded up aguinst the vessel’s side, 
where they ure ready for use whon 
required, 


Dew Wa 
The ancient “dew ponds” of England 
bave their wodern counterparts on the 
rock of Gibruitar, woere drinking wa- 
ter Ix obtained by the condensution of 
the abundant dew tn specially prepare 
ed buxlus, The primitive process con- 
sists in muking a hollow in the gronud 
and filling the bottom witb dry straw, 
over which is piaved a layer ‘of clay. 
On a clear night the clay cools very 
rapidly, and the dew ls condensed into 
water in the basin, ‘he poud is im 
proved by putting a luyer of asphalt 
or portland cement uuder the straw. 
At Gibraltar the present practice is to 
use wood instead of straw and sheet 
fron instead of clay.

“The policeman stocked a canoe 
with provisions, and the long and 


hazardous journey up the Mackenzie 
River begin, For 1,200 miles the little 
procession pushed its way along that 
silent stream. 

“At the bow sat the Indian, a man- 
acled murderer, looking forward to a 
lifetime within prison walls. In the 
stern, paddle in hand, one lonely 
policenian, representing outraged Pax 
Britannica. 

“The pi:ir arrived eventually at 
Regina, where the constable handed 
over his prisoner, saluted, and fell 
back three paces. He had no report 
to make; there were no commenda- 
‘t6ns, no fireworks.” 

Another incident shows a grim 
Police chase which lasted six months. 

“A fugitive having fled from a 
ghastly murder committed in the 

londike, Major Constantine sent out 
his sleuths on the track, and for half 
a year they followed their man. Bouth 
from White Horse the constables dog. 
~ their murderer, picking up their 

tat clue in a little logging camp on 
Puget Sound. 

“The bad man was trailed from 
Seattle to Butce, thence to Spokane, 
north to Rossland, British Columbia; 
then at Ogden, Utah, we see Canada’s 
watchdogs, and on the Nevada-Cali- 
fornia line. 2 

“Finally the hunted man was run 
to earth at Laredo, where, waiving 
extradition, he was carried to the 
coast of the Gulf of Mexico, and was 
put on board a British vessel.” 


A Woman of Importance. 

Mrs. J. H. R. Bond, who is con- 
sidered one of the cléeverest woman in 
Winnipeg, about two years ago con- 
ceived the idea of establishing a Chil- 
dren’s Hospit:.l in that city. She 
wanted it placed in the foreign quar- 
ter, where the sick children of the 
ignorant poor could be cared for. Mrs, 
Bond is not a rich woman, and al- 
though many s,mpathized with her 
project, some pev)': interested in the 
General Hosp.tal ..rgued that the chil- 
dren’s ward o: the city institution 
was all-suflicient- The first step in 
her campaign was a literary tea, at 
which, perhaps ten tulented Winnipeg 
women, read or sang original com- 
positions, a fee of fifty cents being’ 
charged. This proved so popular thut 
another of similar nature wus ar- 
ranged, 

With the money realized in this 
way a small Children’s Hospital wus 
started last February in the poorest 
quarter, and has cared for hundreds 
of cases. In November a bazaar was 
held, at which seven thousunu do.- 
lars were realized, and this sum wili 
be used as a payment upon a perman- 
ent building site. The founder of the 
Children’s Hospital hus made it a 
pet charity of Winnipeg. 

Mrs. Bond has had a remarkable 
career, She was one of the first 
nurses appointed by the British Gov- 
ernment to care for the wounded sol- 
diers in the Zulu war. A few volun- 
teers preceded her, but Mrs. Bonu 
went first in an oificial capacity, It 
was only after the Egyptian cam. 
paign that the incapacitated soldiers 
were nursed by women. 

Mrs. Bond was one of the first wo- 
men decorated by Queen Victoria with 
the Order of the Royal Red Cross, 
and the late Khedive of Egypt made 
her the recipient of a medal for dis- 
tinguished services in caring for the 
Egyptian troops. Mrs. Bond has been 
decorated with two other Orders for 
bravery, and devotion to the defend- 
ers of the Empire. 


Parole System a Success. 


That the results of the prisoner 
parole system continue most gratify- 
ng is the statement made by W. p 
Archibald, Dominion parole officer. 
Mr. Archibald is on a tour of western 
Ontario in connection with his duties, 

During the year 468 prisoners were 
80 released, and since the method was 
adopted ten years ago, there have 
been 2,515 prisoners paroled. Out of 
the entire number, there have been 
only 54 licenses revoked for subse- 
quent convictions and 99 for non- 
compliance with conditions which de- 
mand a monthly report. The number 
of completed sentences of parole is 
1,487, and there ure 879 men now re- 
porting. 

Mr, Archibald said that while jail 
prisoners should be taken proper care 
of, he was opposed to the “mawkish 
sentiment” which sought to make 
such confinement 2s comfortable as 

ssible, thus encouraging men to re- 
urn to the hospitable walls. 

The low percentage of paroled pris- 
oners who violate the conditions of 
release is attributed by Mr. Archibald 
to the eure taken to allow freedom 
only to men who are not genuine 
criminals, Experience has shown 
that the reform of the habitual crimin- 
al was little to be expected,
